Commissioners’ Report. 


To the Citizens of Belknap County: 


In compliance with the laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire your commissioners present for your consideration 
their report for the fiscal year ending December 81st, 1906, 
together with a statement of the financial condition of the 
County at the end of the year, which is accompanied by the 
other reports required by law, being those of the Superin- 
dent of the County Farm, Jailer, Clerk of the Superior 
Peureooucitor, oheriff, Treasurer, Auditors, also the re- 
ports of the County Farm Physician and Chaplain, to which 
is added a copy of the proceedings oe a special meeting of 
the County Convention. 

Mr. and Mrs. H. C. Weymouth, who have been in charge 
of the Almshouse and House of Correction for several years 
past as superintendent and matron, and have demonstrated 
their special fitness for these positions, have been engaged 
for the coming year. 

The cost of board at the institution will be found to be 
slightly in excess of the past few years, but it is as low 
as it can be made and at the same time give the inmates 
proper care and attention. 

The cost to the county for the care of ail poor (or poor 
off the farm), is less than for many years, yet we are con- 
fident that no really deserving case actually chargeable to 
this county, which has come to our knowledge, has been 
neglected. The sum of $530.72 has been collected from 
other counties, towns and parties chargeable with the sup- 
port of various persons aided by us, and should be deducted 
from the total amount of orders drawn to show the net cost 
to this county for support of outside poor. 
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on) 


Accompanying the reports of the several county officers 
is a copy of the proceedings of a special meeting of the 
representatives from the county to the last general court. 
Acting under authority granted us at this meeting we ex- 
changed deeds with Alfred W. Abbott whereby the coun- 
ty acquired valuable rights to land adjoining the court 
house lot. The improvements contemplated by this and by 
previous action of the county convention have been com- 
pleted, adding greatly to the safety and appearance of the 
county property. 

The sum of $6000.00 has been added to the ike amount 
credited to the sinking fund last year, making, with divi- 
dends already declared, the amount now available for the 
liquidation of the county debt, $12,195.62. This matter of 
county debt was quite fully discussed in our last report and 
we bespeak for it the most careful consideration by the 
members of the present county convention whose duty it 
will be to provide county taxes for the coming two years, 
and we will only quote a statement showing the amount of 
tax assessed for each of the last fourteen years, being the 
whole period covered by the law which changed the fiscal 
year of counties to the present basis.
